One of the moat destructive tires since the 
organization of the village of Saugerties oc­ 
curred on Friday, 10th inst. 
About 12 o’clock 
M., the extensive paper works owned by J. B. 
Slioltiold took fire, and in less than one hour 
the whole of the mammoth structure was on- 
wrap|K*d in flames and reduced to ashes. 
It 
is s ii'I the fire originated from the ignition of 
some oily rags. 
The building was an im­ 
mense structure, and having a great deal of 
Gtorgia pine in its composition made a terri­ 
ble heat in binning, so much so that it was 
Impossible for human beings to approach with­ 
in a couple of hundred yards of it. 
The fire­ 
men were promptly on the sjiot, bat although 
there was plenty of water they could do no­ 
thing of consequence. 
It was fortunate the 
wind was blowing from tho north; had it 
lieen from the opposite direction no human 
efforts could have saved the adjacent Iron 
Works. 
The loss of property is very heavy, but if 
this were all the calamity ii w ould be compar­ 
atively trifling. 
Tile mill employed between 
three and live hundred hands, who are now 
without employment.
